•Meany, 78, has been increas- 
ingly unhappy with the admin- 
istration and the Watergate 
disclosures. But he said Mr. 
Nikon wouldn’t get the tradi- 
tional labor convention invita- 
tion to incumbent Presidents 
because of what happened two 
ye£rs ago when Mr. Nixon was 
invited to the last AFL-CIO 
convention ift Miami Beach, 
where the 1975 session also 
wiil be held in the same hotel. 
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
